The Hou’ble the President in Council is pleased to direct, that the following Proclamation, 
issued by order of the Right Ion’ble the Governor General of Iudia, dated Simla, the Ist October, 
1842, be published for general information. 


PROCLAMATION, 









Secrer Devanrrurnt ; 
Simta, tHe Ist Ocroxer, 1842, 

‘The Government of India directed its army to pass the fudus in order to expel from 
Afghanistan a Chief believed to be hostile to British interests, and to replace upon his throne 
a Sovereign represented to be friendly to those interests, and popular with his former subjects. 

‘The Chief believed to be hostile became a prisoner, and the Sovereign represented 
to be popular was replaced upon his throne ; but, after events which brought into question 
his fidelity to the Government by which he was restored, he lost by the hands of an assassin 
the throne he had only held amidst insurrections, and his death was preceded and followed by still 
existing anarchy. ; 

Disasters unparalleled in their extent, unless by the errors in which they originated, and by the 
treachery by which they were completed, have in one short campaign been avenged upon every scene 
of past misfortune; and repeated victories in the field, and the capture of the cities and citadels of 
Ghuznce and Cabool, bave again attached the opinion of invincibility to the British arms. 

The British army in possession of Afzhanistan will now be withdrawn to the Sudej. 

The Governor General will leave it to the Afghans themselves to create a Government amidst 
the anarchy which is the consequence of their crimes. 

To force a Sovereign upon a reluctant people would be as inconsistent with the policy as it is 
with the prineiples of the British Government, tending to place the arms and resources of that peo- 
ple at the disposal of the first invader, and to impose the burthen of supporting a Sovereign without 
the prospect of benefit from his alliance. 

‘The Governor General will willingly recognize any Government approved by the Afghans 
themselves, which shall appear desirous and capable of maintaining friendly relations with 





neighbouring States. 

Content with the limits nature appears to have assigned toits empire, the Government of India 
wili devote ail its efforts to the establishment and maintenance of general peace, to the protection of 
the Sovereigns and Chiefs its allies, and to the prosperity and happiness of its own faithful subjects. 

‘The rivers of the Punjab and the Indus, and the mountainous passes and the barbarous tribes of” 
Afghanistan, will be placed between the British army and an enemy approaching from the West, if 
indeed such enemy there can be, no longer between the army and its supplies. 

‘The enormous expenditure required for the support of a large force, in a false military position, 
atadistance froin its own frontier and its resources, will no longer arrest every measure for the 
improvement of the country and of the people. 

‘The combined army of England and of India, superior in equipment, in discipline, in valour, and 
in the Officers by whom it is commanded, to any force which can be opposed to it in Asia, will stand 
in unassailable strength upon its own soil, and for ever, under the blessing of Providence, preserve 
the glorious empire it has won, in seeurity and in honor. 

‘The Governor Gencral cannot fear the misconstruction of his motives in thus frankly announcing 
to 90070011016 States the pacific and conservative policy of his Government. 

Afchanistan and China have seen at once the forces at hia disposal, and the effect with which. 
they can be applied. 

Sincerely attacled to peace for the sake of the benefits it confers upon the people, the Governor 
General is resolved that peace shall be observed, and will put forth the whole power of the Britiah 
Government to coerce the State by which it shall be infringed.

The Governor General earnestly desirous of 
evincing the gratitude of the Government of India 
towards the General Officers, Officers, and Non- 
Commissioned Officers and Privates engaged in 
the operations of the present Campaign in Aff. 
ghanistan, is pleased, after communicating-with 
dis Excellency the Commander-in-Chief, to de- 
clare the following Resolutions. 

1, All the General Officers, Officers, Non-Com- 
missioned Officers and Privates, serving under the 
Command of Major General Pollock, of Major 
General Nott, and of Major General England, 
between Attock and Ali Musjid, and in, and 
above the Khyber Pass, and in and above the 
Bolan Pass on the 8th of September, shall receive 
adonation of Six Months Batta, payable on the 
1st of January 1843, 

2. In perpetnal commemoration of their distin- 
guished Services, the 2d and 16th Regiments of 
Bengal Native Infantry shall be hereafter Roegi- 
ments of Grevadiers, and the 88th and 42d, and 
43d Regiments of Bengal Native Infantry shall be 
hereafter Regiments of Light Infantry. 

3. The Regiment of Bengal Irregular Infantry, 
lately known as the Third Regiment of Infantry 
in the service of Shah Shoojahshall, in considera- 
tion of the Valour, Discipline, and Fortitude 
manifested by that Regiment on many occasions, 





and especially in the defence of Kelat-i- 
_Ghilzie, coutinue embodied under its present 
Commandant, Captain J. H. Craigie, and be 


brought on the strength of the Bengal Army aa 
an Extra Regiment, and be denominated tho 
© Regiment of Kelat-i-Ghilzie.” 

The future Kstablishment of the Regiment of 
Kelat-i-Ghilzie and other details consequent upon 
this Resolution, will be mad§ known in a Separate 
General Order. 

4, Major General Nott will communicate to

GENERAL ORDERS BY THE RIGHT HONBLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL OF 
INDIA. 


SECRET DEPARTMENT, 
SIMLA, THE 147 Ocrozen, 1842. 


The Govertier General has sincero satisfaction in announcing the termination of the War with 
China by a Peage honorable to Her Majesty's Crown and durable in its Provisions, which was con- 
cluded in the British Camp under the walls of the Imperial City of Nankin on the 29th of August. 


Thas within two months after the arrival of the reinforcements sent from England and from 
India for the prosecution of this third Campaign, the direction of a preponderating Force to the 
true point of attack, has compelled the Emperor of China to submit to all Iler Majesty's just 
demands. 


The Emperor could only save the internal Trade of his Empire from ruin, his ancient Capital 
from Capture by assault, and his Empire itself from the peril of dissolution by yielding to such 
conditions as it was Her Majesty’s pleasure toimpose in order to afford to the Subjects of Her 
Crown indemnity for the past and security for the future. 


This event, glorious as it is to Her Majesty’s Arms, will convey to Her Majesty's Heart other 
and yet higher satisfaction than that which is derived from the contemplation of Military success, 
in the cessation of hostilities which have unhappily involved the most afilicting evils to humanity. 


‘Tho Governdt General cannot presume to offer to the Commanders of Her Majésty’s Naval 
and Military*¥orces employed on the Coast of China in the execution of Her Majesty's orders, 
the expreggion of the feelings with which their zenl, their energy, and their ability lave inspired 







him; nor fit for him to presume to anticipate the approbation which the brave Seamen and Marines 
and Soldiey under their Cammand may receive from the high authority under which they have the 
honor to The Governor General can only offer to the Commanders of Her Majesty’s’ Forces 
his grateful ‘dcknowledgments of the regard they have ever evinced during these joint operations 


for the Army and ["legt of India, and his thanks for the opportunity they have on all occasions afforded 
to the Native Troop of proving themselves to be worthy of fighting by the side of British Soldiers. 


‘The short duration of thé operations of the নিবি on shore, has not afforded to every Corps of 
the Native Army etapa the opportunity which all ardently desired, of distinguishing themselves 
before the 18১০৫ Whérever that opportunity has been afforded, the several Corps of the Army 
of Indin-bave.added to‘ their acknowledged fame, 


Three Companies of the Battalion of Bengal Volunteers had the good fortune to be the first 
engaged with the enemy before the City of Chin-Keang, and they well sustained the high reputation 
of the Army they represented. 

The 2d and 6th Regiments and the Rifle Company of the 36th Regiment of Madras Native 
Infantry were engaged in the Capture by assault of that City on the 2let of July. 

On that occasion, as on all others, the Madras Artillery and the Madras Sappers and Miners 
maintained the high character which has always been attached to their respective Corps in the 
Madras Army. 

The Governor General is pleased to direct that, in commemoration of the distinguished services 
rendered by those Corps in co-operation with Her Majesty’s Troops, in the Capture of the City of 
Chin-Keang, the 2d and 6th Regiments of Madras N. I., and the Rifle Company of the 86th_ Regi. 
ment M,N. I, shall hereafter bear upon their appointments a Dragon wearing an Imperial Crown; 
and that the same Honor shall be granted to such ‘Troops or Companies of the Madras Artillery and 
of the Madras Sappers and Miners as His Uxcellency Lient. General Sir Hugh Gough may desig- 
nate as justly entitled to that distinction, by their service before the enemy in China in the present 
or in the previous Campaigns. 

The Governor General is likewise pleased to direet that the Qd and 6th Regiments of Madras 
বৈ. J. shall hereafter bear upon their Colours a Golden Dragon wearing an Imperial Crown. 

The Governor General requests that His Excellency Lieut. General Sir Hugh Gough will 
have the goodness to transmit. to him a nominal list of such Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and 
Privates of the several Corps of the Army of India serving under Ilis J¢xcelleney’s Command in the 
present or in the previous Campaigns, us he may deem to be justly entitled by their services 
before the enemy to the honor of wearing a Medal commemorative of such services; and to every: , 
Officer, Non-Commissioned Officer and Private named in such list, the Government of India will 
present a Silver Medal, bearing on one side the head of Her Majesty, with the superseription “ Pax 
Asiw Victoria restituta,” and the figures 5 1842” underneath ; and on the reverse a Dragon wearing 
an Imperial Crown, 

The Governor General equally desirous of distinguishing the eminent ecrvices of the Officers 
and Scamen and others serving in the Steam Vessels of War belonging to the Government of India, 
by the marks of Honor they have so well deserved, requesta that His Excellency Vice Admiral Sir 
W. Parker will have the goodness to transmit to him a nominal list of the several Officers and 
Seamen and others serving in such Steamers under his command as he may deem to be justly entitled 
to the honor of wearing a Medal commemorative of their services, and to all persons named in such 
list, the Government of India will present a Silver Medal similar to that presented to the Troops. 

‘The Governor General directs, that the Victories obtained by the Combined Forces in China 
muy be made known to all the T'roops at all the Stations of the Army; and that at all such Stations 
a Salute shall be fired of 21 Guns for those Victories, and a similar Sulute of 21 Guns for the Peace 
which has been signed by the Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor of China.

‘To the Right Honorable Lord Etiensoroun, Governor General of India, Sc. de. 46. 
Dated Head-Quarters, Chin-heang-foo, July 25th, 1842. 

My Lorp,—I have great gratification in forwarding to your Lordship a duplicate original of 
my ‘iespatch of this day’s date to My Lord Stanley. It will no doubt prove very satisfactory to 
your Lordship to know that this important position fell within a few hours after our landing, and that 
the whole of the City and Works were fully in our possession before the close of the first day. 

‘The conduct of the Expeditionary 11008 under my command has been most creditable ; amidst 
scenes of great, almost of unparalleled temptation, but few instances have occurred calling for my 
disapproval, and I have experienced from all a readiness to meet my wishes very cheering. ‘The sun, 
during the assault, was fearfully overpowering, and I regret to say the Service has sustained a great 
loss in Lieut. Col. Drever, of the 6th Madras N. I., who died from its effects; and in Capt. Collin- 
son, of the [8th Regiment, and Lieut. Gibbons, of the 49th, most intelligent and meritorious Offi- 
cers, killed in action at the head of their men. ‘Two Soldiers of the 49th and thirteen of the 98th 
I greatly regret to add, also died from the same cause during the assault, and several Officers and 
Meu have severely suffered, but are doing well, as are, I am happy to say, my wounded generally. 

I propose occupying two very prominent and strong positions: the one, the heights first taken 
and occupied by Major General Schoedde, where I shall place two Regimens with 4 Gung, which will 
perfectly command the City, the walls of which [ have had mined in two places, amd propose to 
make two considerable breaches, throwing down all the parapets facing these positions. Th other, 
the commanding height close to the mouth of the Imperial Canal, where:I propgaé* to leave one 
European Company and one Native Corps.

My Lonp,—It affords me great gratification to announce to your Lordship that our progress 
up the Ydng-sze-Keang has, under Divine Providence, been most propitious, and our first operations 
upon 'the shores of this mighty river most successful. 

2 His Excellency Sir Wm. Parker, who, T will here beg leave to mention, accompanied me 
throughout all our operations before Chin-keany-foo, until we entered the City, and from whom I 
have, upon this as upon all other occasions experienced the most cordial and able support, will no 
doubt enter fully into detail upon all the subjects coming more particularly within the Naval depart- 
ment; I shall therefore very slightly touch on them. 

3. We sailed from the anchorage off Woosung on the 6th, many unavoidable delays occurred 
in bringing a fleet’ of upwards of 70 sail of Men of War and Transports up a river for the most. part 
totally unknown, and we did not reach Suyshan, the first point, where oppusition, if it can be so 
termed, was offered, until the 14th. A few shots were fired 10579 from some small batteries, recently 
erected, at the leading Ships which landed their Marines when the enemy fled. ‘Tbe fleet anchored 
at this point, and the batteries and guns wera destroyed. Unfortunately, the wind came more 
ahead ile next morning, which together with the strength of the current, and the further difficulty 
presented by a sudden bend of the river, prevented the ships from proceeding on the 15th. 

-On the 16th, however, ] accompanied Sir Wm, Parker in the Steam Frigate Vixen, and we 
mae a very satisfactory and accurate reconnoissance of both Kinshan and Chin-keang-foo. The 
Steamer passed close to the shore within musket range of the Imperial Canal, which passes through 
the Suburbs of the City, and without meeting the slighest opposition, hundreds of the inhabitants 
crowding the shore to gaze on her as she passed. ‘his, as well as all our accounts, Jed me to 
believe that little, if any, resistance would be made. Not a soldier appeared upon the City Walls, 
nor'could I perceive any encampments in the neighbourhaod. We returned to the fleet that evening, 

4. On the (7¢h some of the fast eailing Ships of War were enabled to pass the bend, and pro- 
ceeded up the river. On the 19th the Cornwallis effected the passage, and a favorable change of 
wind enabled the whole fleet to reach Chin-keang-too on the 20th. 

5. This City, with its walls in excellent repair, stands within little more than half a mile from 
the river—the northern and the eastern face upon a rauge of steep hills—the west and southern 
faces on low ground with the Imperial Canal serving in some measure as a wet ditch to these faces. 
To the westward, the suburb through which the Canal passes, extends to the river, and terminates 
under a precipitous hill, opposite to which and within 1000 yards is the Island of Kin-shan, a mere 
rock, rising abruptly from the water ; a small seven-storied pagoda crowns the summit, and a few 
temples and Imperial pavilions, partly in ruins, and only occupied by Chinese priests, run round its 
base and up its sides, interspersed with trees. The Island is not more than a few hundred yards in 
circumference, and by no means calculated fora Military position, being commanded completely by 
the hill on the right bank of the river. 

6. About a mile and half lower down the stream, there is a bluff height connected by a narrow 
ridge with a sinaller hill, both eapped with Joss houses, and both commanding the northern angle of 
the City wall Llere I determined to land one Brigade. My first intention when I recounoitred the 
place on the 16th, was to land the other Brigades near a range of low hills about two or three miles 
further eastward, so as to act against the castern face of the City; but the fleet having 
come to anchor on the 20th so far up the river, J was induced to alter my plan of attack, 
and the more readily as I perceived from the top of the Pagoda on Kin-shan three encampments at 
some distunce on the slope of the hills south-west ofthe City. It therefore appeared an object of 
im portance to land & part of the force so as to cut off these troops, and as I ascertained that there 
was a good lunding place below the hill nearly opposite to Kin-shan, I detcrmined to disembark 
there the two remaining Brigades with the Brigade of Artillery. 

‘The necessary arrangements were immediately made for landing at day-light on the 21st, Major 

Goneral Schoedde’s Brigade, (the 24) consisting of the 
Royal, Artillery—Captain Greenwood. 10009 named in the margin, was ordered to land at day- 









































55th Regiment—Major Warren. light under the bluff height north of the City; and the 
6th Madras N. I—Lt-Col. Drover. Major General was instructed to take and occupy the 
Rifles 86th M. N. I.—Capt. Simpson. two hills that command the north angle of the Wall, 
2d Madras N. 1—Lt.-Col. Luard. and threathen the north and east faces, with directions 
Deit.

& The Ist Brigade under Major General Lord Saltoun was directed to land at the same time 
below the hill opposite Kin-shan, occupy this bill with

el] ও রর of Guns under Lt.-Colonel Montgomerie, of the Madras

‘ 83d). The Ist Brigade, under Lord Saltoun, | destined 
to attack the encampments, while with the 3d Brigade 


18th Royal Irish—Major Cowper. and the Brigade of Artillery, 1 proponed to operate 
4th Madras N. 1—-Mejor Young, against the west gate and the western face of the City, 
49th Regiment Lt. Col. Stephens. taking advantage of such ground and circumstances as 


right present themeelves. 


9. The Brigades of Major Generals Lord Saltoun and Schoedde commenced landing before 
day-light, but considerable dehy took place in effecting the disembarkation from the rapidity of the 
current, the scattered state of the Ships, somo of which were aground, and from some mistake on 
the part of one of the new Steamers. ‘I'he gung_ were next landed and Major General Bartley’s 
Brigade followed, J accompanied Major General Lord Saltonw’s Brigade in landing, and from the 
steep bill already mentioned, had a full view of the City and encampments. 


On the Wall of the former but few men appeared, but the encampments were still occupied, 
though not more than from 12 to 1,500 men showed themselves; 1 therefore directed Lord Saltoun 
to move furward at once with the ‘Troops of his Brigade first landed, the 98th Regiment with some 
Companies of the Bengal Volunteers and the lank Companies 01, the 415৮ M. N. 1, to attack and 
destroy the encampments, aud if possible cut off their communication with the City. I sent 3 guns 
under Major Anstruther with this Brigade and a detachmeut of Sappers, in case difficulties should 
present themselves, i hree Companies of the Bengal Volunteers under Major Kent having landed 
some time afterwards, [ sent Major Gough, Deputy Quarter Master General, to actompany them, 
with directions to fallon the enemy’s right flauk, perceiving a path over some undulating ground 
which | thought might possibly lead them between the encampment and the City. These three 
Companics first came in contact with the enemy, not having apparently been eeens until they came 
close to the position, when the nese very gallantly rushed on them and were not repulsed until 
they almost came into actual contact. Lord Saltoun executed his orders most satisfactorily, driving 
the cnemy before him over the hills and destroying the eucampineuts. 


10. ‘The 26th having landed, proceeded to cover the guns which Lieut. Colonel, Montgomerie 
had placed ina strong position on a low hill to the west of and commanding the Walls, of which 
we could take a considerable portion in reverse; I could perceive that no stroug body was in reserve 
at this point, although the embrasures and loop-holes wore all manued evidently by Tartar troops 
prepared to defend their post. Tere I determined to make the assault s0 soon as Major General 
Bartley’s Brigade should join me, as I felt assured that my guus would soon clear the ramparts of 
the Tartars, and I was given to understand that the canal was fordable, a ridge of earth evidently 
thrown up on the original excavation giving me perfect cover to within 50 paces of the Walls. 


11, As soon asthe 18th and greater part of the 49th joined me, the 26th being for the time at- 
tached to this Brigade, every thing was prepared for the assault; I directed however the Deputy 
Quarter Master General Major Gough to as ‘in the correctuess of my information as to the Canal. 
Three Officers rushed down the bank with him and 1 think it but right here to mention their names. 
Captain Luck, 16 N., who being an amateur in this Expedition, has acted most zcalously as my Extra 
A.D. C.; Lieutenant Hodgson of the Cornwallis, and Licutenant Heatly, Deputy Assistant Adjutant 
General, who has ever been forward where he could be useful. ‘These four Officers awam the Canal, 
thus ascertaining its impracticability and the iucorrectness of my information. 


12, Twas now equally distant from the west and south gates, but perceiving that the suburbs 
would give me cover, ] decided on forcing the former, we soon reached this point, and covering par- 
ties were pushed on close to the banks of the Canal. Major Malcolm, of the Sd Dragoons, who acted 
throughout the day as my Extra Aide-de-Camp, and Brevet Captain Balfour, Brigade Major of 
Artillery, were very active in diseovering the approaches to the gate. Two Guns under Lieutenant 
Molesworth, of the Madras Artillery, were also judiciously placed so as to take the works in flank, 

13. Under this cover, Captain Pears, the Commanding Engineer, with great spirit and judg- 
ment placed the powder bags, and effectually blew in the gate, giving the troops a clear entrance 
through a long archway, not, a8 it proved, into the body of the place, but into an outwork of consi- 
derable extent. In this outwork we met Captain Richards, of the Cornwallis, who had most promptly 
Janded the Marines of that Ship, on hearing that two gun boats with Artillery in proceeding up the 
Canal had unexpectedly approached the Walls, aud were severely pressed ; finding however the 
attention of the enemy diverted, he escaladed this work in the re-entering angle near a sally-port. 
All further difficulties at this point were cleared as wo found Major General Schoedde in pussession 
of the inner gateway. 

14. This Officer with his wonted decision, taking advantage of his discretionary power, con- 
verted his diversion into a real attack, escaladed the City walls at the north angle, cleared the whole 
line of Rampart to the westward and carried the inner gateway which was obstinately defended. I 
cannot too strongly express my approval of the spirited and judicious way in which Major General 
Schoedde fulfilled my orders, nor can I better convey to Your Lordship the operations of his Brigade 
than by forwarding his Report. 

15, By these combined movements a body of ‘Tartars was driven into one division of the 
western outwork without a possibility of retreat, and as they would ot surrender, most of them were 
cither ghot or destroyed in the burning houses, several of which bad been set on fire either by the 
‘Tartar Troops themselves or by our Guns. As soon as ] could collect a sufficient body of 
the Sd Brigade, I directed Major General Bartley to proceed with it along the west face, 
and occupy the several gates to the south and east of the City. The Sun at this timo being 
nearly overpowering, 1 was anxious to keep as many of the men as possible under cover 
until towards evening, when I propored moving into the Tartar City, and occupying the principal 
positions; but the Troops under Major General Bartley, consisting ofthe 18th and part ‘of the 40thy 
Regiment, were soon hotly engaged with a body of from 800 to 1000 Tartare, who under cover of 
some enclosures, opened a destructive fire upon our men, as they were filing round the walls. The 
leading division of the 49th dashing down the rampart on their left, while the 18th pushed forward 
to turn their right, they were soon dispersed, although some of them fought with great desperation. 
It afforded me much satisfaction to witness the spirited manner in which Major General Bartley per- 
formed this duty, with asmall force of exhausted men. The Admiral, who.was moving-with the 
Marjnes of the Cornwallis along the line of wall which had been cleared by the 55th, bearing the 
heavy firing, with hig usual anxiety to afford assistance attempted to move across the’ City, and was 
strongly opposed at sevetal points in the streets where the Lartars had collected. Sy ae 











16, The Sun now became so overpowering that it was impossible to move with men already 
fatigued by their exertions, and I regret to say that several died from the intense heat. We remain- 
ed therefore in occupation of the gates until 6 o'clock, when several parties were pushed into the 
‘Tartar City and to the public Offices. 

18. I propose to leave Major General Schoedde with his Brigade here. Two Regiments and 
a detachment of Artillery will occupy the bluff height and smaller hill, which command the north 
angle of the City walls, in which I have directed extensive breaches to be made, and the whule line 
of parapet will be demolished; another Regiment will occupy the hill above the mouth of the Canal, 
and opposite to the island of Kin-shan, Sir William Parker leaving a proportionate number of Ships 
—with the remainder of the force, we shall advance on Nankin, 

19. The Mandarin, who has so frequently visited us, has again brought a joint dispatch from 
Key-ing, maternal uncle to the Emperor, and Elepoo, which together with bis answer, will no doubt 
be submitted by Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary. It only now remains for me to express my warmest 
approval of the conduct of the Troops of all arms, as well Native as Kuropean—all were animated 
with one common feeling of devotion, and the anxiety of all ranks to mect my wishes has been most 
cheering. Major Generals Lord Saltoun and Bartley and Lieutenant Colonel Montgomerie report 
most favorably of the assistance they derived from the several Commanding Officers under them, and 
from their respective Brigade Staff. 

‘To the Officers Commanding Brigades and Corps, as to all the Genoral and my Personal Staff, 
Tam much indebted, and it affords me great satisfaction to add that Lieutenant Colonel Mountain, 
the Deputy Adjutant Gencral, was sufficiently recovered from the severe wounds he received at 
Chapoo, to take his usual prominent share in every active operation. 

1 regret to say that our loss has been considerable, but not more than was to be expected from 
the desperation with which the ‘Tartars fought for their Homes, and from the strength of their posi- 
tions, I enclose a Return of the Killed and Wounded, with a Sketch of the Town and operations 
before it.

Extracts of a Letter from His Excellency Lieutenant General Sir H. Gough, Commander in Chief, 
Madras, Commanding Fupeditionary Land Forces, to the Light Honorable Lord Elleuborougl, 
Governor General of India, dated Ship Marion, off Chin-keang-foo, 80th July, 1842. 


The whole of the troops, with tho exception of Major General Schoedde’s Brigade, which [ 
mentioned as that I proposed to leave in occupation of this place, were re-embarked by 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning most satisfactorily, under the superintendence of Commander Richards, of 
13, M.S. Cornwallis, 

All the sick of the troops, except those of the Bengal Volunteers, which Lieutenant Colonel 
Lloyd is extremely anxious to carry on with him, I leave in the Transports here. 

We only now wait a fresh breeze to carry us up to Naukin, the river has been surveyed so far, 
and no obstacles present themselves; and there can be no doubt of the fate of that City, except 
negotiations prevent our entering it, I must say I have strong hopes that the present operations 
will tend to this very desirable event. No doubt [Jer Majesty’s Plenipotentiary will report to your 
Lordship the various communications he has had, together with his answers. 

It would be therefore superfluous for me to enlarge on the subject.

Extracts from a Letter from His Excellency Lieutenant Geueral Sir H. Gough, Commanding Epedi- 
tionary Land Force, to the Right Hon'ble Lord Stanley, Principal Seeretary of State, dated British 
Cantonment before Nankin, Auguat 2\st, 1842. 


It has pleased Almighty God to crown Her Majesty's arms with complete success, and compel 
the Emperor of China to recognize the claims of Great Britain, and by accredited Commissioners 
to enter into treaty of “Peace dictated by the long lightly-esteemed foreigner, whose power is 
henceforth acknowledged. 

‘The display of our Military and Naval force in the heart of the Country—the interruption of 
all commercial intercourse by the Imperial Canal, the fall, within a few hours after our landing, of 
Chin-keang-foo, one of the strongest, and, from its position one of the most important citics in 
China, and the investment by a victorious force of the ancient capital of this vast empire have, under 
Divine Providence, been the bappy means of effecting this great change in the Tartar Councils, and 
are, | have né.doubt, destined to produce results of no Jess importance to the civilized world than to 
our own Country. 


2. ‘The movement up the Yang-tse-keang suggested by the Rritish Government, strenuously 
advocated by the Governor General of India, and which was fortunately undertaken by Sir William 
Parker and myself previous to the receipt of the instructions, has thus led to an earlier adjustment 
of the differences between England and China, than could probably have been effected by any other 
line of operation. 

8. I will not enter into much detail of our movements since my last despatch of the 25th 
ultimo. 

On the 29th Tembarked the force intended to act against Nankin, leaving Major General 
Schoedde with 1]. M. 55th and one Company of the 98th, the 2d and 6th Regiments Madras N. 1, 
and a proportion of Artillery and Sappers to occupy Chin-keaug-foo, or rather the heights command- 
ing it and the mouth of the Imperial Canal. 

4, From the prevalence uf contrary winds, the fleet could not stem the current of the Yang- 
sze-keang, until the morning tho 4th instant, when the transports with Lord Saltoun’s Brigade were 
enabled to proceed, ‘The Honorable Company’s Steam Frigate Queen, having Her Majesty’s 
Plenipotentiary ou board, towed up the Marion, ilead quarter Ship, and on the 5th we anchored 
off Nankin, the Cornwaths having effected the passage on the preeeding day. 

‘The whole of the Ships did not reach the anchorage off this City until the 9th instant. 

5. Previous to our leaving Chin-keang-foo, anxious to avert the calamities consequent upon 
an assault, the Admiral and myself had forwarded by the Secretary of the ‘Tartar General, who 
fell there, a summons to Neu-Keen, Vice-Roy of the two Keang Provinces, a translation of which 
I beg to enclose, No. J. 

Your Lordship will perceive that we only undertouk to spare the City, giving it clearly to be 
understood that active operations against the Government could alone be suspended upot acceptance 
of the terms so repeatedly announced by Her Majesty’s Plenipotentiary, or upon a negotiation by 
duly authorized persons based upon those terms. After the arrival of the Cornwallis on the 4th, 
the Vice-Roy sent the letters of which 1 enclose translations, marked 2, 3, 4, to which Sir Wm. Parker 
returned the answer marked 5. Considering it advisable to place the ransom on the lowest possible 
scale, we fixed, after consulting Der M s Tlenipotertiary upon 8,000,000 Dollars, and upon 
the Gth made the communication, ef which a translation marked No. 6, is annexed. Had 
these low terms been accepted, the Flect and Army would have been disposable for the immediate 
prosecution of active operations, the Army against Soochoo and Hongchow, while a portion of the 
Fleet might have proceeded to blockade the Peihe, and stop the trade in the Gulf of Pe-che-le, 
Yang-chow, a city wpon the great canal, 10 miles north of Chin-keang-foo, had already paid half 
a million, and we had no doubt but that Shang-hae would come into our terms, and pay a million, 
having offered half that sum. * 

6. Vinding it unlikely that we should gain our object, unless some strong denionstration were 
made, and having carefully reconnoitred the river line of defences in one of the small Steamers, the 
Admiral and 1 made our arrangements accordingly for such demonstration aud for the assault, should 
neither our terms be accepted, nor a negotiation commenced, which we had some reason to expect 
from the aunouncement of the approach of Imperial Commissioners. T shall here beg leave to give 
some particulars of this demonstration, as 1 conceive that the alarm, to which it gave rise, hastened 
the event that we most desired. 

7. Itwould not be easy to give your Lordship a elcar description of the vast city, or rather of 
the vast space encompassed within its walls, 1 shall therefore only observe that the nerthern angle 
reaches to within about 700 paces of the river, and that the western face runs for some miles along 
the base of wooded heights, rising immediately beuind it, and is then continued for a great distance 
upon low ground, having before it, a deep canal, whieh also extends along the southern face, serving 
as awet ditch to both. ‘There is a very large suburb on the low ground in front of the west and 
south faces, and at the south-east angle is the ‘Tartar City, which ig a separate fortress, divided from 
the Chinese town by high walls, ‘The eastern face extends in an irregular line for many miles, 
running towards the south over a spur of Chungshan, a precipitous mountain overlooking the whole 
country, the base of which commands the rampart. In this face are 3 gates—the most northerly [the 
‘Teshing] is approachable by a paved road running between wooded hills to within 500 paces uf the 
walls, whence it is carried along a cultivated flat—the next [the Taiping] is within a few bundred 
yards of the base of Chunshan, and that to the south [the Chanyang] enters the Tartar City. There 
js a long line of unbroken wall between the ‘Teshing gate and the river, bardly approachable from 
sivamps and low paddy land, and the space between the ‘Teshing and ‘Taiping Gates is occupied by 
rather an extensive lake. ‘The neighbourhood of these last mentioned Gates was very closely and 
judiciously reconnoitred by Lieutenant Colonel Montgomerie aud Captain Pears. 

8, The reports as to the amount of Troops im the City, which is acknowledged to contain a 
million of inhabitants, have varied exceedingly. I am informed however, that the fugitives from 
Chin-keang-foo have reached this place, increasing the Tartar garrison to about 6000, including the 
aduits of that nation resident in the City, who are all trained to arms, and perbaps the most formida- 
ble oppouents, as they fight for their families aud their homes. ‘The Chinese regulars amount I have 
Teason to believe to about 9,000, beside the Militia, From the great extent of the walls, said to be 
twenty miles in circumference, although generally too high to escalade, and from the Canals, Su- 
burbs, Swamps and Lake, in most places difficult to approach, it was evident that 1 could take the 
City, whenever I pleased, by threatening it at such distant points, as to prevent the concentration of 
a large opposing force, the very difficulties of approach affording the means of detaching small par- 
ties with impunity to create diversions, but ] was well aware that the etand would be made in the 
‘Tartar City. My force consisted of 4,500 effective fighting men—most of the Europeans had been 
with me «since the commencement of operations in Chine, and would, ] was well assured,at 0099 
place their colours unaided ou the walls, whenever I gave the order, while all the new Corps eagerly 



















































looked for & second opportunity of emulating their brother Soldiers. But it was a great object to 
avoid a repetition of the horrors of Chapo and Chinkeangfoo, and Sir Wm. Parker and myself were 
therefore anxious to try the effect of a demonstration. 

9, Had active measures been called for, the north angle was the only point against which tho 

Ships could act, and I determined to approach or threaten the east face in its whole extent and the 
south-east angle, The Cornwallis, Blonde, and heavy Steamers were accordingly placed in posi- 
ton, the first within 1000 paces of the Ifung gate with her broad side bearing upon a sort of demi- 
bastion, which it was proposed to breach—the Blonde so as to take the defences of that gate and 
bastion in flank, and the Steamer so as to destroy the parapet of the wall on either side the point to 
he breached—I instructed Major General Bartley to enter the City at this point with his Brigade, 
consisting of H. M. 18th and 98th, and the 14th Madras N. 15 amounting to 1,800 men, supported 
by 300 Royal Marines. 
10. On the 11th and following days, the remainder of the foree consisting of Lord Saltoun’s 
ade, the flank Companies of the Corps at Chinkeangloo and the Rifle Company 36th M. N. 1, 
together with one Troop of Horse and three Companies of oot Artilléry with the whole of the light 
Field 'Tvain and Sappers were landed at a Village about five miles down aCreck, from whence a good 
paved road leads to the ‘Taiping and ‘Teshing cates. I established the foree in and about a large 
Village equi-distant from these tWo gates, and decided upon my line of proceeding, in ease we should 
be driven to active operations—this was to threaten the two flank gates, making the real attack to 
the right of the Taiping Gate, covered by the concentrated fire of the guns from the commanding 
slope of the Chingshean Llills. This point forced, the ‘Tartar City would virtually be taken, as my 
guns, introduced by the Taiping gate, could inmediately be placed upon an eminence, perfectly eom- 
mauding the inner wall and town ata distance of a few hundred yards, whilst the bulk of my force, 
hy ৭ rapid advance on the Drum ‘lower in the centre of the Chinese City, might cut off the ‘Troops 
defending the north and east faces from the ‘Tartar garrison. 

11. Lhave been thus circumstantial, my Lord, in reyard to my dispositions, in order to show 
what T could readily have done, ably supported as | am, liad) not my country’s interest, and I trast 
my country’s honor, been equally maintained by a mere demonstration, On the 17th I received 
the accompanying letter for the suspension of hostilities from Her Majesty’s lenipotentiary, who 
will, no doubt, fully report upou the various circumstances aud communications that preceded the 
final happy result. Tunderstand that full powers were seut to the Commissioners upon the 
1:71570175 heaving of the fall of Chinkeanzfoo, aud from their avxiety to pay the first instalment, 
there can ba litle apprehension of the Emperur’s refusing to ratify a peace, which is called for by 
the general voice of the country, In the mean time, until the whole of the first instalment shall be 
paid, noting shall be relaxed in our state of preparation and precaution, 

12, To His Excellency Sir Henry Pottinger, 1 am inch indebted for his friendly readiness to 
aid me with every information in his power, and for his unvorm forbearance from all interference in 
the slightest degree with Military operations aud moyemeuts, But it is not for me to enlarge upon 
the able public services of ths high fuuctionary. 

‘To Sir Wm. Parker, 1 must be permitted to say, that I cannot too strongly express my sonse 
of obligation.

Pottinger, British Plenipotentiary, and on that of the Emperor, by the Commissioners Keying, of the 
Imperial Kindred, and Elepoo, of the Imperial Household. 

‘This happy result has, under Divine Providence, been effected by the irresistible power of Mor 
Majesty's arms by land and sea, and 1 trust its durability will, in no small degree, be ensured, wir 
alone by the manifestation, which has been made of that power, but by the high respect entertained 
by a conquered foe for our forbearance, our justice, and our humanity, 

I beg to enclose to your Lordship the copy of a despatch Ihave this day forwarded to Lor 
Stanley by my A. D. C., Captain Whittingham, who is well calculated to give His Lordship every 
information. 

I feel most thankful that [am enabled at so early a period to communicate an egent mainly 
resulting from the prosecution of our operations on this vital point, eo happily advocated by your 
Lordship.

CIRCULAR

Hor Britannic Majesty’s Plenipotententiary, ২০৫০ in China has extreme gratification in announc- 
ing to Her Majesty’s subjects in China, that he has this day concluded and signed, with the Chinese 
High Commissioners deputed to negoeiate with him, a ‘Treaty of which the following are the most 
important provisions : 


1. Lasting Peace and Friendship between the two Empires, 

2. China to pay Twenty-one Millions of Dollars in the course of the present and the three 
succeeding years. 

3, ‘The ports of Canton, Amoy, Foochoofuo, Ningpo and Shanghae tobe thrown open to Bri- 
tish Merchants. Consular Officers to be appointed to reside at them, and regular and just Tariffs of 
Import and Export (as well as inland Transit) Duties to be established and published. 

4, The Island of Hongkong to be ceded in perpetuity to Her Britannic Majesty, Her Heirs 
and Successors, « 

5. All subjects of Her Britannic Majesty (whether Natives of Europe or India) who may be in 
confinement in any part of the Chinese Empire, to be unconditionally released, 

6. Aw act of full and entire amnesty to be published by the Emperor, under his Imperial sign 
manual and seal to all Chinese subjects on account of their having held service or intercourse with 
or resided under the British Government or its officers. 


7. Correspondence to be conducted on terme of perfect equality amongst the officers ‘of both 
Governments, 


8. On the Emperor's assent heing received to this Treaty, and the payment of the first Span- 
ish Dollars 6,000,000, Her Britannic Majesty's Forces to retire from Nanking and the Grand Canal, 
and the Military Post at Chinhae to be also withdrawn, but the Islands of Chusan and Koolungsu 
are to be held until the money payments and the arraugements for opening the Ports be completed, 

In promulgating this highly satisfactory intelligence, Her Majesty’s Plenipotentiary, &c. pur- 
posely refrains from any detailed expression of his own sentiments as to the surpassing skill, energy, 
dovotion and valor, which have distinguished the various grades, from the highest to the lowest, of 
all arms of Her Majesty’s combined Forces during the contest that has led to these momentous 
results. The claims whieh have been thus established, will be doubtless acknowledged by the high- 
est authorities, In the mean time, Her Majesty’s Plenipotentiary congratulates Hor Majesty’s 
subjects in China on the occasion of a Peace which he trusts and belicves will, in due time, be 
equally beneficial to the subjects and interests of both England and China.

My Lorn,—I have the honor to enclose, for your Lordship’s information, a copy of my despatch 
to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, reporting the progress of the [:xpedition up the Yang- 
tse-Keang, and the capture of the City of Chin-Keang, on the 2Ist instant, by the combined forces, 
on which event allow me to offer my congratulations to your Lordship. 

‘The troops, with the exception of Major General Schoedde’s brigade, were all safely embarked 
yesterday, and the fleet will advance on Nanking whenever the breeze is sufficiently strong to run 
over the river stream, and from the examinations already made by the surveying Officers, we have 
reason to hope, that the ships may approach within a short distance of the suburbs of the city.

St,—It is with great satisfaction, that I announce to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
the safe arrival of the China expeditionary force off the island of Kinshan, at the entrance of the grand 
canal in the Yang-tee-Keang, and that the city of Chin-Keang-foo was taken possession of by Her 
Majesty’s combined forces, on the 218৮ instant, after vigorous assaults on three points, and a 
determined resistance by the Tartar troops, who lined the walls for its defence on every part, com- 
prising a circumference of 4 miles and a quarter. 

The equadron and transports, amounting altogether to 73 sail, left Woosing on the 6th instant, 
ascending thie noble river in five divisions, preceded by the surveying vessele, small steamers, sloops, 
and my flag ship, 

The intricate parts of*the channel, delineated in Captain Bethune’s chart, having been previ- 
ously buoyed by the surveying Officers, the fleet succeeded in reaching the extent of that Officer's 
valuable researches within two days and a half, and every subsequent difficulty has been most com- 
mendably overcome’ by the unremitting exertions of Commanders Kellett and Collinson, assisted by 
other surveying Offcors, and the Masters of the squadron, supported by the sloops which were sent 
in advance. 

It. was not to be expected, that a distance of 170 miles, in a river of which the dangers in the 
greater 305. 219. altogether unknown, and with rapid tides, would be navigated without, some 
Mishana. and I believe that everv ship in the squadron, as well as many of the transports, have been 


on shore, but the bottom was every where of soft mud, and fortunately no damage resulted. We 
were favored with fino breezes, and met with comparatively few impediménts from shoals, and none 
(that deserve the term) from any of the Chinese works of defence in our progress to this anchorage. 

At Fushan and Keang-yin, on the right bank, two batteries of 12 and 7 guns each were erected ; 
but the guns were removed on our approach, 

At Sheshan however, about five leagues below the intersection of the grand canal, and where 
the river narrows considerably for some distance, the surveying vessels were fired at from three bat- 
teries mounting 20 guns, which were aleo discharged ineffectually at the advanced squadron as they 
arrived off the spot three days afterwards; but they were abandoned on a few guns being opened 
on them by the 4 Modeste,” and the whole, together with the barracks and magazines, were com- 
pletely destroyed by a party of seamen and marines, which were landed for that purpose from the 
5 Cornwallis” and advanced squadrou under Commander Charles Richards, of this ship. 

The floct was detained some days at Shesh:n by scant winds, and at this point we lost the 
advantage of any run of flood tide, the stream constantly sctting down at a rate varying from 2} to 
8} miles an hour, with a rise and fall of water averaging two feet. 

On the 15th Commander Kellett, in prosecuting his examination of the river with the “ Phle- 
gethon” and “ Medusa,” was opposed at the entrance of the narrow channel between the island 
of Teeaonshan and a commanding promontory on its south side, by a battery of 12 guns, which were 
soon silenced by the steam vessels, with much credit to Lieutenants McCleverty and Tewitt ; and 
the same afternoon Sir Hugh Gough and myself proceeded with the “Vixen” and ‘ Medusa,” to 
reconnoitre the approaches to Chin-Keang, when we not only found the battery and adjoining village 
deserted, but passed on without the slightest opposition close to the suburbs of the city aud above 
the island of Kinshan, earvying the whole way au ample depth of water. 

On the 17th Captain Bourchier was despatched with the * Blonde,” « Modeste,” “ Queen” and 
এ Nemesis,” followed by the “ Dido,” “ Calliope,” “ Childers,” “ Plover” and“ Starling,” to 
blockade the entrances of the grand canal, aud with the aid of the steamers, he gained admirable 
positions for this object above Kinshan, by which it is estimmted that the traffic of not less than 700 
junks has been intercepted. A. party was also landed from the “ Blonde,” and destroyed the guns 
which had fired at the “ Phlegethon” and “ Medusa.” 

On the 19th the “Cornwallis” towed by the Vixen,” succeeded in reachirg our present an- 
chorage, when the island of Kinshan was immediately taken possession of by a small party of. 
marines, but it is entirely covered with buildings of a religious character, and altogether too insigni- 
ficant for military occupation. ‘The wind in the course of the day veered to a more favorable point, 
and I had the satisfaction of being joined the same evening, and on the 20th, by the remainder of 
the fleet. ‘The “Jupiter” and several of the transports however got aground a few miles below us 
which obliged me to detach the large steamers to their assistance. 

The grand canal on the south side of the river, rms through the suburbs of Chin-Reang, and 
no time was lost in making the preparatory arrangements for taking possession of that city. Tt was 
ascertained that a body of about fifteen hundred Chinese troups were posted in an intrenched camp 
about a mile and a half to the southward of the town and on the bills beyond. ‘Ihe General therefore 
made his arrangements for landing the first and third brigades of the army to the westward of the 
city, opposite the island of Kinshan, and the second brigade ata communding position to the east- 
ward, within 700 yards of the north east angle of the walls, and so little was resistanco expected, 
against such a combination of force, that it was uot deemed necessary to add the seamen and 
marines from the squadron. 
ation which commenced on the 21st, at break of day, was judiciously conducted 
by Commander Richards, of the “ Cornwallis,” covered by the Auckland,” the small steam 
vessels, and armed boats, without opposition. 













































‘The first brigade under Major General Lord Saltoun, as soon as it was formed, moved forward 
to attack the intrenched camp, which was gullantly carried about 9 ০9195 atier a short resistance, 
the Chinese previpitately retiring over the hills. 

Major General Schoedde, with the second brigade, about the same time aacended the height 
assigued him on the river side; and after discharging some rockets into the city, and supported by a 
woll dirccted fire ot chot and shells from the 9 Auckland” steam vessel, he gullantly pushed for- 
ward under a smart fire of cannon, ginjalls and musketry from the walls, aud entered that point of 
the city by esealade about 10 o'clock. 

Captain Grey, of the “ Endymion,” accompanied this brigade; Captain Bourchier and other 
Naval Gllicers attached themselves to the forces which attacked on the land side; and I had the plea- 
sure of accompanying my gallant friend Sir Hugh Gough during a great part of the operations of 
the day. a 

‘Tho city gates were all strongly harticaded, and as it was Sir Hugh Gough’s intention to 
escalade the walls in the direction of the south gate, some guns were advanced on a height to dis- 
lodge the troops, with which it was now observed the ramparts were lined, but the canal was found 
to run close under its walls, which rendered an assault at this point impracticable. It was therefore 
determined to blow open the west gate with powder bags, and enter the city by the bridge at thut 
point soon as the third brigade under Major General Bartley (which was the last landed) could 
assemble, 

During these proceedings, the boats of the * Blonde,” in an anxious desire-to land the artillery 
guns as near 23 possible to the west gate, unfortutately advanced by the canal uader the city walls, 
which were much obscured by buildiogs, before they were aware of the forea to which they became 
expo.ed, and thus fell under a very severe fire, by which 16 men out of 24, which formed the crews 
of the  Blonde’s” barge and flat boat, and 2 Officers and 8 men of the Madras artillery were wound- 


ed; and it was énly by great presence of mind, that Lieutenant Crouch, of that ship, after receiv- 
ing three wounds, succeeded in getting the men from those boats landed in the suburhs on the 
opposite sidey and removed the other boats from a position in which it was impossible to use 
their guns, - 

Not a moment was lost in communicating this casualty to the flag ship, when Captain Richards, 
with excellent judgment and promptitude, immediately landed with 200 marines at the entrance of 
the caval, where he was joined by a detachment of 300 of the 6th Madras native infantry, under 
Captain Maclean, of that corps, and pushed through tho suburbs to the city walls, while the whole 
of the boats of the “ Cornwallis,” with their guns under the command of Lieutenant Stoddart, advanced 
by the canal on his right flank. ‘This little flotilla having joined the boate ofthe 4 Blonde,” took up an 
excellent position, and opened their fire with good effect, in checking that of the Chinese at the 
west gate. 

Captain Richards had determined, if possible, to scale the walls, in the hope of formiag & 00105 
tion with General Schoedde’s brigade in the city; and having fortunately discovered a heap of 
rubbish from which his ladders could reach the parapet, (about 30 fect high) he was in the act of 
rearing them, when Commander Watson and Mr. Foster Master, with a boat’s crew and a small 
escort of marines, joined him from the “ Modeste,” which was stationed some miles higher up 
the river. 

Lieutenant Baker, of the Madras artillery, Commander Watson, Captain Richards, and a Private 
marine of the “ Modeste” were tho first who ascended. The two former were wounded, and the 
Jatter killed by the fire from the west gate; in this intrepid achievement, the remainder of the gallant 
band, including part of the 6th Madras native infantry, happily followed without further loss, thus 
effecting an important lodgement in the outworks of the city, between the outer and inner west. gates, 
when they shortly afterwards communicated with the advance of Major General Schoedde's brigade. 

About noon the arrangemenis for facing (he west outer gate being completed, it was most effec- 
tually blown in, when the third brigade under Major General Bartley, accompanied by the Com. 
mander in Chief of the forces, gallantly rushed in, sweeping all before them. ‘The buildings above 
the gate in which the Tartar troops had been posted, were at the same time completely enveloped in 
flames. The ‘Vartars however within the city were still unsubdued, and having collected in a large 
body, the 18th and 49th regiments, in advancing by the ramparts abour. half an hour after the explo- 
sion of the gate, were suddenly fired upon, and unfortunatcly sustained a severe loss of Officers and 
men, although their opponents,suffered in a tenfold degrec. 

The seamen and marines under Captain Richards were at this time halted for temporary rest, 
on another part of the ramparts, but immediately advanced in the dircction of the firing, and in 
passing along a narrow street in the ‘Tartar city, received a volley from a considerable body of those 
troops, who had posted themselves at agateway, were they svemed inclined to make a determined 
stand; but on the advance of our men, and diseharge of a few rockets, they retired, leaving several 
men dead, and many others, who had the temerity to fire from the houses as ourmen passed along 
the streets, shared the same fate. In this movement, I regret to say, that Lieutenant FitzJames, 
one seaman, and one marine of the “Cornwallis,” were severely wounded. * 

‘The operations of this day were exceated under a burning sun, with the Thermometer above 
90০ nud the loss of life in consequence has been serious; in addition to those killed and wounded in 
action, 1 have to lament the loss of Brevet Major Uniacke, an old and distinguished officer of the 
Royal marines, and one Private of the “ Plover,” who died from the effects of the sun, and I fear 
the army did not lose less than 10 from the same cause. 

‘The movements were so entirely military, that 1 can but express my admiration of the energy 
and ability with which they were conducted by my gallant colleague the General; and it is with 
renewed pleasure, that J again report the zeal and wallantry evinced by every Officer and man of 
tho Royal and Indian navy and Royal marines under my command, which hae beeu equally mani- 
fested in bringing the fleet up this river, as in the subsequent operations on shore in which they 
have been engaged, 

J enclose a list of the ships presont in the Yang-tse-Keang, of the killed and wounded, and 
also of the names of the Officers of the squadron, who were from circumstances most conspicuously 
engaged on the 218৮ 

It is unnecessary to speak further on the share which Captain Richards and his companions had 
in the assault on the outworks of the city, they will no doubt be properly appreciated by their 
Lordships; Lieutenant ‘Tennaut, my flag Lieutenant, took a prominent par: in the attack of the 
Tartar troops in the city. . 

Lieutenant FitzJames, (severely wounded) and a highly deserving Officer, has already distin- 
guished himself on different occasions. 

Lievtenant Stoddard showed excellent judgment and good conduct in command of the flotilla 
of armed boats. 

Lieutenant Crouch, of the “ Blonde,” I have already noticed; and the steadiness of Messrs, 
Jenkins and Lyon, Midshipnien of that ship, who wero in the advancod boats, is spoken of as highly 
creditable to them, 

Captains Loch and Napier, R. N., who accompanied the expedition as volunteers, also partici- 


pated in the active operations of the day. r 

The loss of the Jand forces | fear is not less than 19 killed, and 107 wounded in action, 3 
missing; and the 16 who died from the effects of the sun; that of the Chinese must be immense, a 
independently of those who fell in action, incredible numbers of Tartars (in some cases including 
whole families) have unhappily died by their own hands; their force within the city is supposed 


to bave amounted to three or four thousand, 














Twenty guns were mounted on the walls, which with numerous ginjalls, matchlocks, and other 
arme, and a considerable quantity of powder, have all heen destroyed. About 50,000 Dollars worth 
of sycee silver was also found in the ‘Treasury, which has been embarked. 

The troops intended for the operations higher up the river will be re-embarked as soon as 
possible; and as the report of the navigation upwards is favorable, ] trust the expeditionary forees 
will soon renew operations at Nanking, if not arrested by overtures for peace from the Chinese 
Government, which may be consisteat with the terms intimated by Her Majesty's Government.

places.

within four miles of this place on the 28th. ‘The same 
evening ( reconnoitred the enemy's position; it is impossi- 
ble to conceive ground naturally stronger.- The Town of 
Istalif, consisting of masses of houses and forts, is built on 
the slope of a mountain, in the rear of which are yet lofiier 
eminences shutting in a defile which leads to "Tuorkistan, 
and in no way can thia place of abode of 15,000 people be 
approached but by surmounting ranges of hills separated by 
deep ravines, or traversing by marrow roads its gardens, 


‘orchards, fenced ia with strong enclosure walls; the whole of them, with the moun- 


tain side and tops of the houses, were occupied by Jerailchies, and the strongest proof ie afforded that 
the enemy after this di on considered the. ice unassailable by their having retained within the 
town the wives and children not only of the inhabitants, but of thousands of refugees from 
Cabool. 


‘The observations which I was enabled to make under a sharp jezail fire, and the report of 
Major Pottinger, induced me to determine to assault the next morning the right of the enemy's ex- 
tensive position, as it was there that 1 could hope to bring the artillery most effectively into battery; 
arrangements were made with this view. ‘The troops were formed into two columus of atrack aud 
reserve; Brigadier Tulloch’s brigade and the mountain train composed the right; Brigadier Stacy's 
and Captain Blood’s battery and the 18-pounders tho left; these were supported hy the third column 
under Major Simmonds, Her Majesty's 41st, consisting of a wing of tus regiment and the cavalry 
under Major Lockwood ; Cuptain Christie’s corps protected the baggage. 





The troops moved soon after daylight, and traversing the plain in perfect order, passed nearly 
from the left to the right of the enemy's position. Our light troops and guns repreased the occasion- 
al attacks of their Jezuilchies from the gardens, whe wore numerous and most audacious ; but when 
the column arrived in front of the village Ismillgh, I resolved to make a combined attack on this 
point ; Brigadier Tulloch’s brigade assailed its left, aud Brigadier Stacy, making a longer detour, 
attacked the right, 


1 cannot express in adequate terms my admiration of the style in which the former column 
covered by skirmishers rushed upon the gardens filled with bold and skilful marksmon. Her Ma- 
jesty’s 9th foot, the 26th native infantry, aud Captain Broadfoot’s sappers, vied with each other in 
steady courage, aud their rapid and unhesitating advance soon left the enemy no resource but flight ; 
very thortly after this assault, the three light compunies of Her Majesty’s dist, the 42d aud 43d 
native infantry, covering their own column, got into action, and on their side stormed the village and 
vineyard with distinguished gallantry ; the combination was steadily persevered in, and though | had 
few opportunities of using the artillery with effect, I had soon the gratification of seeing the enclo- 
sures, forts, heights, suburbs and town successively wou by the wo columus. ‘The enemy were driven 
from them, and pursued with a rapidity which left no time to tally, and a singular spectacle was then 
presented in the escape up the mountain side of the women and children from the place, to which no 

+ Interception was offered ; but as detached partics of the beaten Affghans still oceupied some very 
lofty heights, the mountain train ascended them by a dizzy pathway, and dispersed the fugitives by 
its effective fire. Our reserve was now established on the lower heights, aud the whole of the place, 
filled with property of every description much of it plundered from our army in 1841, 
was in the hands of our force; two guns, brass field pieces, were also taken, and 
one of them was seized with, such promptitude that its captor, Lieutenant Elmherst, Her 
Majesty's 9th foot, turned its fire upon the fugitives with some eltect. I directed the town to ৮০ 
set on fire in several places, after taking out various supplies which might be useful to our troops, 
and the work of demolition is still proceeding under the direction of Major Sanders, of the engineers. 
Our loss has been trifling, for the advance of our Officers and men was too rapid and decisive to allow 
of the sharp fire of the enemy telling much upon them, and deceived by the direction of the recunnois- 
ance of the 28th, the Affshans had expected the attack on their left, and posted their guns and the 
elite of their force in that quarter. ] have now the pleasing task of expressing the amount of my obliga- 
tions for their exertions in the field to Brigadiers‘l'ulloch and Stacy, commanding brigades and columns; 
to Lieutenant Colonel ‘Taylor, K. H., Her Majesty's 9th foot; Major Huish, 26th native infantry; 
and Captain Broadfoot, of the sappers, commanding corps on the right, which bore the brunt 
of the uction; to Major Simmonds, Her Majesty's 4lst foot, commanding the reserve; to Captain 
Backhouse, commanding mountain train, and Captain Blood, commanding the Battery of 9-poundera ; 
the last was ably aided by Lieutenant ‘Terry. I have received valuable assistance throughout our 
aperations from Major Pottinger, C. B, aud Major Sanders, engineers, and yesterday from Captain 

jackenzie aud Lieutenant Airy, Her Majesty’s 3d buffs, and Lieutenant Webb, 30th regiment 
Madras native infantry, temporarily attached to me, aud since we marched from Cabool, as on former 
occasions, from my own staff, departmental and personal, viz. Captain Havelock, Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant General; Lieutenant Mayne, Deputy Assistant Quarter Master General; Lieutenant 
Pollock, artillery, Aide-de-Camp to the Major General, who volunteered his services with me; and 
to Lieutenant Bethune, Her Majesty’s Yih 190 my own Aide-de-Camp. Regarding the last inen- 
tioned officer, I take the opportunity of rectifying an oversight on my part; 1 ought specially to 
have reported to Major General Pollock, Lieutenant Bethune’s valuable services in the recent affair 
at the Huft Kotul, in which | was entrusted with the command of the main column.

Para. 1. ‘The alterations in the “ Law relating 
to India,” during the last Session of Parliament, 
being in many instances very important, we shall 
transmit. by an carly opportunity thy same number 
of copies of a new revised Edition, as we 
forwarded of the first, Edition in 1840. The 
number of these alterations precludes particular 
notice of all, but we shall advert to a few of the 
most prominent. 





2. The Table of Duties on Goods imported, 
attached to the Sth aud 6th Victoria, Cap. 47, 
deserves especial attention, It is with feelings of 
high ৮7110011015 (hat we observe that numerous 
and ০0110770016 reductions have been made in the 
amouu' of Duty levied on the productions of Tudia, 
The extent and value of these reductions can only 
be appreciated by a careful comparison of the pre. 
sent. with the former Tariff Into such a eomy 
son we cannot at present enter, but in directing 
attention to the subject it may be observed that the 
Duty on Coffee is reduced one-third, that on 0০৮ 
ton Goods one-half, that on Silk Goods three- 
fourths—while on other articles the reduction is in 
a greater proportion, We hope for the hest effects 
to the industry and prosperity of India from these 
changes, and sincerely rejoice in the evidence, 
which they afford of the just and liberal feclings 
entertained by the British Legislature towards 
that country.” 

















8. Another change very necessary to be noticed 
is the application to India in common with all 
British Possessions abroad of an Act Sth and 6th 
William 4th, Cap. 56, intituled an Act to regulate 
the admeasurement of the tonnage and burthen 
of the Merchant Shipping of the United Kingdom, 
This is effected by an Act passed during the last 
Sessions of Parliament, the Sth and 6th Victoria, 
Cap. 47, Sec. 89, and us some of our Officers may 
be required to perform important duties in regard 
to the Registry of Ships, it will be incumbent on 
them to become acquainted with the altetations in 
the Law. 


4. By an Act passed during the last Sessions, 
the Bishops of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay are 
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for the first time admitted to the privilege of 
Furlo’ Allowance during a limited absence in 
Forope, after stated periods of residence. The 
allowance is not to exceed the highest amount of 
Retiring Pension, the extent of the period for 
which it may be drawn, eighteen months. ‘The 
Bishop of Calcutta is admissible to the privilege 
afier a residence of ten years, the Bishops of 
Madras antl Bombay after a residence of fifteen 
years. 





5. A change calculated to haye very beneficial 
consequences in regulating and reducing the 
expenses of appeals, has been effected by order 
of the Queen in Council; and is noticed with 
reference to Sec. 15 of the 3d and 4th William 
4th, Cap. 41, the Act under which the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council is constituted,

The Gayernor General has much satisfaction in announcing the successful termination of the 
arduous and difficult operation confided to Major General England, of withdrawing, through the 
Kojuck and Bolan passes into the valley of the Indus, a portion of the force latoly stationed at Can- 
dahar, and all the scattered garrisons of the intermediate places between the Eastern face of the 
Kojuck mountains and the plains of Cutchee. 

This operation, less brilliant in its circumstances than that entrusted to Major General Pollock 
and Major General Nott, was yet one which demanded the greatest prudence in the making of every 
previous arrangement for securing the safe descent ot the several columns, and which ealled into 
exercise many of the higher qualities which must contribute to form the character of an accomplish- 
ed General. 

‘The Governor General could not but regard with some anxiety the progress of this movement 
requiring ৪০ much of delicate management in its execution ; and it is a subject of extreme satisfac- 
tion to him, that the sare complete success should have attended this, which has, duriug the present 
campaign, attended every other part of the combined operations of the armies beyond the Indus. 

The Governor General requests that Major General Sir Charles Napier will express to Major 
General England, and to all the Officers and troops which were under his command, the entire satis- 
faction with which their whole conduct has been viewed on this occasion. 

‘The Governor General elso requests that Major General Sir Charles Napier will comfnunicate 
to Major Outram, and the other Political Officers, his thanks for the zeal and ability they have ma- 
nifested in the collection of the means of carriage and supply, and in their various transactions with 
the native chiefs and tribes, tending to facilitate and secure the descent of the several columns of the 
army.

Sin,--I have the honor to acquaint you, for the information of the Right Honorable the Go- 
vernor General in Council, that the troops destined to descend to the Indus by the 3olan pasa, finally 
evacuated Quetta on the Ist iustant, and have accomplished their march through that defile without 
much difficulty. 





2. In order to facilitate the movement of this large body, which, with the acquisition 
of the garrison of Quetta, consisted of more than seven battalions, with details of cavalry, eigh- 
teen pieces of artillery, and an increased retinue of invalids, and of stores, I divided it into three co- 
Jumns of route, retaining the last in as light a form of equipment as possible, in the hope and suppo- 
sition that, if the tribes through whose country we should pass were inclined to attack us, they would 
prefer to make their chief efforts on the last departing division: and_ 1, therefore, sent the greater 
portion of the sick and public stores with the leading divisions accordingiy. 

8. It has proved that this conjecture was right, because the two preceding divisions have heen 
wholly unmolested in their progress through the pass, whereas on the morning of the é 0১) found the 
Kakurs posted in some numbers on the steep ground which commands the upper extremity of the 
narrow zig-zay near Siri-bolan, 











4. These insurgents, however, had only time to deliver a few rounds on the column, whon their 
altention was fully engaged by the flanking parties which covered our left, and which I now reinforced 
by a strong detachment of the 6th regiment Bombay native infantry, and by nearly the whole of the 
Sth regiment of irregular infantry, under Major Woodhouse and Captain Macdonell, respectively. 

5, Lhad every reason to be satisfied with the handsome manner in which our troops ascended 
these stupendous heights, and cleared them of the enemy; and Major Woodhouse speaks very highly 
of the conduct of a party of Brahoe horse which accompanied him in this affair. 





6. On this occasion also Major Outram gave me his able assistance, as well as in flanking the 
lower extremity of the Bolan pass near Kundye, where 1 had good reason to expect again to meet 
some hostile tnbes: but the total disappointment of the Kakurs on the 3d, and the effec‘ual flanking 
arrangements made on all occasions by our troops, seem to have prevented any renewal of interrup- 
fhun. 


7. 1 beg leave to enclose a list of the casualties which have occurred during their passage of 
the Bolan defile. 

8. As I now eonsider the chief difficulties of this march to have terminated, I trust 1 may be 
permitted to bring to the notice of His Lordship the Governor General, the general good conduct of 
the troops T k:ve had the honor to command during these prolonged and laborious operations ; and 
1 venture to subinit the names of Major Waddington, Commanding Engineer; Major Wyllie, Major 
of Brigade; Major Boyd, acting Assistant Quarter Master General; Captain Davidson, Deputy 
Coumissary General; and Surgeon Wight, in chief medical charge; and to claim His Lordship’s 
fave mate of the exertions of these Officers in their several departments and eapacities; and 
it is with the utmost satisfaction Tam enabled to assure His Lordship that, owing to the discipline 
which has been exacted, these British columas, in emerging from the Bolas pss, will leave amongst 
the peaceable inhabitants of the countries they have quilted, a well-merited character for forbearance 
and humanity; whilst in the del.bevate aud systematic order of their parch, during which’ every 
enemy has been beaten off, and n 3 lostor captured, the power of our arms has been alike 
equally and imperiously made man . 

9 The garrison of Sebeo will 1.» withdrawn to-morrow, and that of Dadur on the 12th or 13th, 
when I propose to resume my progress to the Indus.

Officer and Private, European and Native, who belonged to the garrison of Jellalabad on the 7th 
‘April 1842 

"Thus the Kuropean General in Her Majesty’s Army, and the Native Sepoy in the Army of the 
Fast India Company, and all the intermediate ranks of both Armies and of both nations, will bear 
the same decoration commemorative of their conimon service in the field of danger and of glory. 

‘The Governor General feels assured that he may, in the name of the whole Army, as well as in 
that of the Government of India, lay at Her Majesty's feet his most humble acknowledgments of 
this boon, proceeding no less from Her Majesty’s enlightened wisdom, than from Her Majesty's 
gracious favor—a boon of all others the most grateful to men who justly feel that the first of all pro- 
fegsions is that of asoldier, and that the first of all rewards is military honor.
